I am an employee of the registrant, Monitor Company Group, and was assigned to 
its London office during the Summer of 2007. 1 rendered services to the foreign principal 
solely through the Monitor Group, for a period of a few months. 

I sent a handful of emails and left several voice messages from London to NGO 
officials and elected officials in the U.S. inquiring about their potential interest in 
discussing with my superiors a possible program in which the foreign principal would 
play a role in hosting a conference. The conference was never organized. I did not 
engage in any other potentially registrable activity within the United States.

As noted in my response to Question 11, the only activity in which I engaged in 
the United States that potentially constituted "political activities" within the meaning of 
the Act consisted of sending several e-mails and placing several calls to NGO officials 
and elected officials in the U.S., over a period of a few weeks, to inquire about potential 
interest in discussing with my superiors a possible program in which the foreign principal 
would play a role in hosting a conference. To my recollection, there were very few 
responses. The conference was never organized.
